Statistics.  In-patients  311  (against  last  year  287).  Days 
beds  occupied  3,614  (3,523).  Number  of  beds  20  (20).  Number 
of  operations  178  (207).  Out-patients  164  (122).  Out-patients' 
attendances  350  (379).  Violet-ray  treatments  446  (280).  Abundant 
proof  that  the  Hospital  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the 
neighbourhood  is  shown  by  these  figures.  Financially,  it  is  the 
most  costly  year  on  record,  but,  fortunately,  our  Income  has  been 
correspondingly  large  to  meet  the  expenses. 

In  the  account  £418  has  been  received  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  Patients’  Payments  and  accommodation  provided. 
Unfortunately,  this  amount  is  possibly  subject  to  adjustment. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  kind  remembrance  of  our  work  in 
the  gift  of  £100  from  the  Exors.  of  the  late  William  Hardy,  of 
Wickham  St.  Pauls.  Legacies  are  very  much  appreciated. 

In  order  to  save  us  payment  of  Bank  Charges  on  our 
standing  overdraft,  Mr.  T.  O.  Bell  kindly  lent  us  £400  and 
Dr.  E.  Courtauld  £50,  both  free  of  interest;  these  amounts  are 
repayable  on  demand.  This  enables  us  to  pay  our  accounts 
promptly,  and  considerable  expense  is  saved.  Our  sincere 
appreciation  is  accorded  to  our  good  friends. 

A  year  of  changes:  We  have  lost,  owing  to  pressure  of 
work,  our  Chairman  (Mr.  S.  R.  Long),  who  has  served  the 
Hospital  so  well  in  various  ways.  Our  Secretary  (Mr.  G.  D.  Nott) 
has  joined  H.M.  Forces;  and  the  Matron  (Miss  L.  M.  Prentice) 
resigned  after  maintaining  the  high  standard  of  efficiency  during 
her  term  of  office.  The  Committee  expressed  their  appreciation 
of  her  services  and  have  appointed  Miss  M.  Guiney,  who  we 
have  every  reason  to  believe  will  continue  the  good  work. 

1  he  Contributory  Scheme  shows  an  increase,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  number  of  members  who  have  ceased  paying  owing 
to  their  having  joined  H.M.  Forces;  in  these  cases  reinstatement 
will  be  made  without  loss  of  benefit  upon  their  return. 
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REPORT 


The  whole  effect  of  the  splendid  gift  of  the  late  Mr.  A.  H.  L. 
Bohrmann  has  not  yet  been  felt,  the  full  year  not  having  matured. 

Another  gratifying  bequest  has  come  to  the  Hospital 
from  the  Exors.  of  the  late  Sir  William  Julien  Courtauld, 
who  has  shown  such  interest  in  the  Hospitals  in  the 
County.  We  were  most  fortunate  in  being  allotted  2,160  Ordinary 
Shares  in  Messrs.  Courtaulds  Ltd.  The  Trustees  were  advised 
that  legally  they  should  not  hold  these  Shares,  but  sell  them  and 
invest  the  proceeds  in  Trustee  securities.  This  has  been  done, 
with  the  result  that  £2,034  18s.  6d.  of  4%  Consolidated  Stock  and 
£800  of  3%  (P.O.  Issue)  Defence  Bonds  are  now  added  to  our 
investments,  being  held  by  the  Official  Trustees  of  Charitable 
Funds  on  our  behalf.  Our  high  appreciation  of  this  generous  gift 
has  been  accorded  to  the  Exors.  The  full  effect  will  appear  in 
the  new  year’s  account. 

Space  will  not  permit  specifying  in  detail  the  many  smaller, 
but  most  welcome  and  gratifying  gifts,  handed  in  for  the  use  of 
the  Hospital,  nor  need  there  be  repetition  of  the  great  work  done 
by  so  many  in  working  for,  and  giving  to.  Pound  Day,  Rose  Day, 
Linen  League,  Egg  Week.  Mention  must,  however,  be  made  of 
the  £40  received  from  the  League  of  Mercy.  Great  help  has  been 
derived  from  all  these  efforts. 

We  have  endeavoured  to  improve  the  accommodation  for 
our  Nursing  Staff;  the  home  adjoining  the  Hospital  has  been  fitted 
with  a  bath-room,  two  bedrooms,  air-raid  shelter,  aid-raid 
spotters’  room  and  committee  room,  which  is  also  shared  by  the 
Ladies’  Working  Party,  who  continue  their  useful  work. 

Considerable  expense  has  arisen  owing  to  the  need  of 
adequate  protection  against  War  risks  (sand-bags,  etc.,  being 
provided),  and  work  is  still  in  progress  in  this  direction.  It  is 
hoped  to  recover  some  of  the  cost  of  this  outlay. 

Good  work  continues  to  be  done  in  the  Hospital  itself. 
Many  lives  have  been  saved  and  much  suffering  alleviated,  and 
many  expressions  of  gratitude  have  been  shown  and  frequently 
tangibly  recognised.  War-time  casualties  of  many  kinds  have 
been  treated,  making  this  year  a  memorable  one. 

Sincere  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  Medical  Staff,  the 
Matrons  and  Nursing  Staff  for  their  sympathetic  and  efficient  work.

Requisites  for  Validity  of  Will.— It 
should  be  remembered  that  a  will  must 
be  in  writing,  and  signed  at  the  foot  or 
end  thereof  by  the  Testator.
